For some, it was a chance to meet 
up with classmates and old friends, 
after the summer break. For others, 
it was the start of not only the new 
school year, but classes at a brand nev 
school. 

Construction of the replacement 
Fred C. Cook Elementary School was 
completed in time for the opening 
of the school year, and kids who had 
been housed in the old Bradford 


Public School building last year were 
excited to be out of the portables 
and into their brand new building on 
Fletcher St. 

The school includes 4 Kindergarten 
classrooms, designed for all-day 
JK-SK, as well as 13 classrooms, a 
learning centre, labs and a standard 
gymnasium - and will house about 
420 students, in grades JK to 8. 

"It was very exciting. The kids 


were thrilled - there was so much 
anticipation," said Principal Tina 
Delaire, noting that the students were 
kept up to date on the progress of 
construction, with slide shows during 
the year, but this was the first time 
they could tour the new school. 

The old Bradford Public School 
hasn't been abandoned, despite the 
opening of Fred C. Cook ES. Instead,

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Decommissioning Bradford’s old wells, to protect drinking water 


The Source Protection Plan for 
drinking water in the South Georgian 
Bay- Lake Simcoe area has been 
completed, and Municipalities are 
now expected to comply with the 
regulations, and assess the risks, 
address those risks through land-use 
planning and regulation, and monitor 
the results. 

Among the areas potentially at risk 
are well-head protection areas, intake 
protection areas, highly vulnerable 
aquifers, and significant groundwater 
recharge areas. 

The Town of Bradford West 
Gwillimbury is luckier than most. 

The South Georgian Bay Lake 
Simcoe Source Protection Region 
study identified only 58 potentially 
significant drinking water threats 
in the municipality - including fuel 
storage, pesticide applications and 
private septics - most of which related 
to a number of groundwater wells no 

Bradford West Gwillimbury currently 
relies on the two Church wells - which 
are located in King Twp., and therefore

part of the York Region Risk 
Management Plan - and the 
Innisfil lake-based water supply, 
which is the responsibility of 
Innisfil. 

Council received a report on 
September 3, that proposed 
decommissioning Bradford’s 5 
inactive wells, to avoid the need 
to develop risk management 
plans, and force local property 
owners to carry out mitigation. 

Forty-three potential threats to 
drinking water were identified 
for the Bingham, Soda Pop, 
Simcoe, Doane and 8th Line 
(Hambly) wells. The report 
noted that decommissioning the 
wells would cost about $75,000; 
completing risk assessment 
plans and refurbishing the wells 
would cost over $260,000. 

The best option, the study 
concluded, was therefore to 
“close the wells permanently and 
decommission them.” 

Councillor Gary Lamb objected 
to “taking wells out of production 


when our only 2 sources are Lake 
Simcoe and the Church Wells.” 
While the new provincial policies 
may open the door to a water 
pipeline from Georgian Bay in 
the future, he warned against 
giving up all of the old wells 
- especially the 8th Line well, 
constructed in 1990. The other 
wells date from 1930, to 1967. 

Councillor Ron Simpson 
agreed, suggested that the old 
wells could provide a “back-up 
supply”! if the water pipeline 
breaks or there is a problem at 
the Lakeshore water treatment 
plant. "There may be some use in 
those wells yet.” 

Councillor Carl Hordyk asked 
about an emergency supply 
for Bradford, "if something 
catastrophic happens” at the 
Lakeshore plant. He was told that 
between the Fennell Reservoir 
and Church wells, the Town has 
an adequate emergency water 
supply, for 24-48 hours. 

Council voted to decommission 


the Bingham, Soda Pop, 

Doane and Simcoe wells - but 
approved an amendment by 
Lamb to delete the 8th Line well 
from the list. The report had 
acknowledged that “no existing 
activities were identified as 
potential significant drinking 


It’s been just over 13 years 
since the Walkerton Disaster and 
contaminated water scandal 
resulted in approximately 2300 
people becoming ill, and 7 
deaths. The cause: E. coli 0.157. 
H7 bacteria, washed into a 
municipal well from manure on 
an adjacent farm - and a break¬ 
down of the municipal treatment 

Since then, the Ontario 
Government has brought in a 
series of regulations designed to 
improve water quality and secure 
safe drinking water. Within

“I don’t really want to see a 
perfectly good well we worked 
so hard to get,” lost to the system, 
Lamb said. 


the Lake Simcoe watershed, 
legislation has included the 
Lake Simcoe Protection Plan, 
and the Source Drinking Water 
Protection Plan. 

As of this year, a new 
Regulation takes effect - this 
time, through the Ontario 
Building Code. 

Regulation 315/10 requires 
the mandatory re-inspection 
of all septic systems and on¬ 
site sewage systems within 
100 metres of Lake Simcoe 
or any municipal well, by 
January 1,2016. Any problems

well-head protection areas,” said Chief 
Building Official Jack Tosta. 

It’s a different story when it comes to 
Phase 2, involving “all systems within 
100 meters of lakes, rivers, streams and 
canals that empty into Lake Simcoe,” 
Tosta noted. “There are 500 plus 
properties” impacted by Phase 2 of the 
regulations. 

The Town is working with the County 
to come up with a standard approach, 
and preparing a local re-inspection 
program that will be presented to the 
affected property owners. "Give them an 


idea of what the regulation is, help them 
prepare for that - get that process going 
in their mind,” Tosta said. Fortunately, 
he added, “We have a 3-year buffer. 

That will give us some time to work with 
home-owners,” and to look at options to 
cover the costs of the program. 

Although mandated by the Province, 
there is no provincial binding 
being provided to cover the cost 
of inspections. Most municipalities 
are opting for "user-pay” programs; 
the Town of Innisfil will be charging 
its residents $129.90 for the initial 
inspection.

Underfunding First Nations 
education a costly mistake 

To the editor: While the Conservatives 
have spent the summer talking about their 
forthcoming First Nations Education Act, 
they continue to ignore the elephant in the 
room: the federal government dramatically 
underfunds First Nations students’ education. 

For a country like Canada, it’s shocking that 
only one-third of First Nations high school 
students graduate each year. 

And while the reasons are complex, one 
stands out: The federal government, which is 
solely responsible for financing First Nations 
education, only funds at two-thirds of the 
average funding per student provided by the 
provinces. 

This financing gap contributes to lower 
test scores, stunning drop-out rates, and a 
failure to equip students with the tools they 
need to compete and succeed in the modern 
workforce. It’s a big problem, especially since 
more than a quarter of the Aboriginal People 
in Canada are under 14. 

This is a huge loss for our economy. Canada 
is coping with a lack of highly-skilled people in 
the workforce, a problem which is projected to 
worsen. The Canadian Chamber of Commerce 
and other business leaders say higher 
investments in Aboriginal education are 
needed to employ this generation. One study 
found that by increasing Aboriginal education 
rates to the same level as non-Aboriginal 
Canadians, could add $160 billion to the 
economy over the next 7 years alone. 

Sadly, nothing is being done, government 
spin notwithstanding. Despite the 
Conservatives being in power for almost 
8 years, the Auditor General found the 
government cannot demonstrate any progress 
in closing the First Nations education gap. 

Their record of neglect is shameful. And they 


continue to deny there is even a problem. 
Giving all children a high-quality, relevant 
education and an equal opportunity to 
succeed is a core Canadian value. It is the right 
thing to do, and it's also good for economic 
growth. It’s time we closed the gap.

Living Safely 101 - What Every Student Should Know to Prevent Fire 

• Look While You Cook: Stay in the kitchen when cooking - especially 
if using oil or high temperatures. If a pot catches fire, have a proper¬ 
fitting pot lid handy to slide over the pot and turn off the stove. Cooking 
requires constant attention. Distractions like televisions, cell phones, 
or computers can lead tn a tragic cooking fire. 

• Candle with Care: If you use candles in your room or apartment, keep 


• Keep An Eye On Excessive DrinkersrAlcohol is a common factor in many 
fire fatalities involving cooking and smoking. Be aware of roommates 
and friends who have been drinking excessively, especially if they are 


• Smoke Outside: Establish rules for smokers. If you permit smoking 
inside, use large, sturdy ashtrays that can’t be easily tipped over. 
Ashtrays should be emptied into a metal container not the garbage 


especially if they have been drinking. 

• Use Electricity Wisely: Toasters, coffeemakers and microwaves should 
be plugged directly into an outlet. If you must use an extension cord, 
buy one that is the correct gauge for the appliance and has a CSA or 
ULC approval mark on the label. CSA or ULC approved power bars may 
be used for stereo equipment, computers and lights. 

• Clear the Clutter: Keep things that bum away from heat sources like 
stovetops, space heaters and electronic equipment. Tea towels and 
paper too close to burners can catch fire. Keep space heaters at least 
one metre away from bedding, furniture and curtains. 

• Working Smoke Alarms: It's the Law: Your room or apartment must 
have working smoke alarms. Test them monthly and notify the landlord 
immediately if they’re not working. Dead batteries must be replaced 
right away. Nuisance alarms can be avoided by making sure smoke 
alarms are not located too close to the kitchen or bathroom. Consider 
getting a smoke alarm with a hush feature.

Back to School safety campaign 


Kids bicycling to school must wear 
a helmet, and should be instructed in 


From September 3 to 13, South 
Simcoe Police will be conducting 
a “Back to School” safety blitz, to 
increase safety awareness for both 
pedestrians and drivers. 

Police will be enforcing school zone 
speed limits, and laws that require 
motorists to stop for pedestrians, 
obey school crossing guards, and stop 
for school buses that deploy flashing 
lights and stop arm. Unless it is a fully 
divided highway, motorists travelling 
in BOTH directions are required to 
stop for school buses dropping off or 
picking up students. Traffic must stop 
until the flashing lights are turned off. 

Motorists are especially reminded 
to slow down in school zones. Most 
school zones are also Community 
Safety Zones, where fines are doubled. 

Motorists are also required to obey 
all parking and traffic regulations, 
and are reminded that parking in “No 
Parking” zones or near comers and 
crosswalks can obstruct visibility, 
creating a hazard for pedestrians - and 
especially for kids walking to school. 

Students are reminded to cross the 
street at a crosswalk or traffic lights - 
and never cross midblock. Watch for 
traffic, and make sure vehicles have 
come to a halt before stepping off the 


the mles of the road - including the 
need to stop at stop signs, and to walk 
bikes across an intersection. Bikes 
must be equipped with rear reflectors, 
a front light if travelling after dark, and 
a bell or hom. 

If your child rides a school bus, help 
them practice the safety rules for 
waiting at the bus stop, getting on and 
off the bus, and riding on the bus. 

Everyone needs to be aware, to 
ensure a safe return to school.

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Blind cyclist heads cross-country 


On August 4, cyclist Craig Aucoin 
began what would be the ride of a 
lifetime for any cyclist - a coast-to- 
coast, 85 day, 8,200 km. bicycle ride 
across Canada. 

It’s all the more impressive because 
Craig Aucoin is blind - the first blind 
Canadian to cycle across the country 
on a 2-wheeled bike, on the “Craig 
Gives Back-to-Back Cross Canada 
Bicycle Tour.” 

He and friend Lloyd McLean 
planned to make the Journey on 
the Altena Janus, a back-to-back 
recumbent tandem bike. 

The pair left St. John’s, 

Newfoundland on the 4th, beginning 
their tour to raise funds and awareness 
for three important Canadian charities 
- CNIB, Canadian Dog Guides for 
the Blind, and the YMCA StrongKids 
campaign. 

"Along with raising funds for 3 
extraordinary causes, we hope this 
tour will inspire Canadians of all 
ages to overcome their own personal 
challenges and to adopt a healthy and 
active lifestyle,” Aucoin said. 

Aucoin has Retinosa Pigmentosa. 

He was able to live a normal, active 
childhood until the age of 15, when 
the progress of the incurable eye 
condition left him totally blind. In the 
past 10 years, he has embraced fitness.

Developer wants to 
scrap apartment plans 

Solmar Homes is proposing a new plan of 
subdivision for the final 2.5 ha. of the Northgate 
Heights area, located east of Professor Day Drive at 
the 8th Line. 

The property has been zoned R3 or high-density 
residential since 1988, with a proposal for 300 
apartment units - but Solmar now wants to build 52 
semi-detached homes on 26 lots. 

In a public meeting on September 3, Director of 
Planning and Development Geoff McKnight told 
Council that he could not support the new proposal, 
which reduces the density on the property. 

“That’s a concern for us,” McKnight said, in light of 
the “heightened infill density target" demanded by 
Provincial policy and the Places to Grow planning 
document By allowing the 52 semis, “we’re actually 
further away from achieving those densities.” 

McKnight urged, “It would be wiser or best, 
before approving this, to wait for the Official Plan 
Review,” to determine if it is possible to increase 
densities elsewhere in the setdement area. “I’m not 
comfortable with making any such recommendation 
at this time.” 

Asked when the Official Plan review would be 
completed, he suggested that it “will likely take most 
of 2014.” 

Speaking for Solmar Homes, consultant Anthony 
Biglieri defended the new proposal, noting that there 
was “quite a bit of resident opposition” to the idea of 
high density apartments in the area, abutting single 
family residential dwellings, semis and townhomes. 

“This is the last phase of the development. One of 
the things we looked at was what was surrounding it,” 
he said, noting the proposed infill is more in keeping 
with the surrounding development. 

Councillor Ron Simpson urged the Town to move 
forward, rather than leaving the property vacant for 
years. If the Town waits until the Official Plan review 
is completed, “it could be 2014, could be 2015, could 
be 2020” - if there are objections and an appeal to the 
Ontario Municipal Board. 

Councillor Peter Dykie Jr. agreed, pointing out that 
residents in the area were worried about the high 
density of the original proposal - and suggested that 
the downtown core was a better location for high 
density development. 

“I think this is a half-decent proposal," Dykie said. 
“To tie into the neighbourhood, this would be a fair 
application.” 

Mayor Doug White pointed out that the downtown 
revitalization public consultation process envisioned 
higher densities along Holland St. “Is that not a better 
fit?” 

McKnight agreed that downtown redevelopment 
involves higher densities and mixed use, but warned 
it might not provide "adequate housing stock... That's 
why we do have other areas designated." Higher 
densities in a number of areas have been identified - 
but if the Solmar plan is approved, “we fall short.” 

The meeting ended with a referral to staff, for a report 
and recommendation to Council "at a later date.”

The driver is 
described as male, white, 18 to 20 years 
of age, brown hair, thin build. There was 
a female passenger in the front seat of the 
suspect vehicle, who would have witnessed 
the entire event. Police remind motorists 
that both driver and passengers are required 
by law to contact police immediately when 
there is a collision.
